officer. “And we think the combination of the 
two together gives us the opportunity around 
the world to grow.” 

The deal, the second-largest takeover in U.S. 
corporate history, is the most vivid sign yet 
that big entertainment companies view the key 
to future growth as greater control of both cre- 
ation and distribution of their products. 

Under the deal, Capital Cities-ABC will 
become a subsidiary of Disney, which will 
continue to be led by Eisner, a former enter- 
tainment president at ABC. Thomas Murphy, 
chairman and chief executive of ABC, will 
become a director of Disney but will step 
down from daily management. 
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Disney will become the fourth company to 
own both a Hollywood studio and a broadcast 
TV network. It is buying the biggest and 
strongest broadcast network while News 
Corp.’s Fox, Viacom Inc.’s UPN and Time 
Warner's WB Network started from scratch. 

ABC’s viewers won’t notice any immediate 
alterations. Whatever changes are made will 
likely be subtle, such as Disney characters 
promoting the network’s Saturday morning 
cartoons. 

Disney and Capital Cities-ABC have strong 
historic connections, going back to a $4.5 mil- 
lion loan ABC made that helped get 
Disneyland built in Anaheim, Calif., in 1954. 
ABC also broadcast Disney’s first three TV 
productions. 

Their top executives said they had consid-

ered a merger twice during the past three 
years. 

The decision to finally go ahead came when 
the CEOs met informally at a conference July 
20. 

The two negotiated last week, settling on a 
package that gives Capital Cities-ABC share- 
holders both cash and stock in the combined 
company. 

While there have been buyout rumors during 
the past year for each of the three major 
broadcast networks, speculation in recent 
weeks has been most intense that CBS Inc., 
which finished a dismal season, will soon be 
bought by Westinghouse Electric Corp. for $5 
billion. 

Robert A. Iger, president and CEO of 
Capital Cities-ABC, will lead it as a Disney 
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unit. While the deal may give ABC more 
access to Disney movies and TV shows, the 
network will continue to work with the 
Hollywood community at large, he said. 

Besides theme parks and a movie studio, 
Disney operates the Disney Channel on cable 
television, has 400 Disney Stores and licenses 
its characters to manufacturers. 

Disney also publishes books, magazines and 
music. 

The ABC-TV network, with 225 affiliates, is 
the flagship property of Capital Cities-ABC. It 
also owns eight TV stations and will soon 
acquire two more.

Russian court declares 
Chechen invasion legal 
one day after war’s end

MOSCOW a Russia’s 
Constitutional Court Monday upheld 
the legality of the invasion of break- 
away Chechnya, a day after Russia 
reached a military agreement with the 
rebels to halt their 7 1/2-month-old 
war. 

Monday’s court ruling was a major 
victory for President Boris Yeltsin, 
declaring that his decree authorizing 
the use of force to disarm rebels was 
“absolutely constitutional” and neces- 
sary to keep Russia unified. 

Justice Minister Valentin Kovalyov 
called the ruling a great achieve- 
ment. “The court was able to stay 
away from political passions and base 
its judgment strictly on the law,” he 
said. 

A ruling against the president would 
not have forced him to withdraw 
troops or halt military action in 
Chechnya, but it could have further 
weakened him politically. 

The pact signed Sunday i> the 
Chechen capital, Grozny, calls for a 
gradual withdrawal of Russian troops 
beginning within the week and the 
disarmament of rebel fighters to pave 
the way for elections on Chechnya’s 
relationship to the Russian 
Federation. 

“A major step was taken on the path 
to peace, Vyacheslav Mikhailov, 
Russia’s top negotiator, said in 
Moscow. 

Chechan leader Dzhokhar Dudayev 
dismissed the agreement even though 
his top officials signed it, the Interfax 


news agency reported. 

The agreement represents a break 
through for Russian authorities des 
perately seeking a way to end the 
unpopular war. 

It was not clear whether rebel field 
commanders would honor the agree 
ment. Russia’s interior minister, Col 
Gen. Anatoly Kulikov, said toug 
measures would be taken agains 
rebel fighters who refused.

Waco comments denounced 
by Clinton’s legal adviser

WASHINGTON President 
Clinton’s legal adviser lashed back 
Monday at the GOP leader of the 
Waco hearings, saying he was irre- 
sponsible to state the government 
“killed over 80 people” at the Branch 
Davidian compound and that Clinton 
was involved in the decision. 

Ina letter, White House Counselor 
Abner Mikva told Rep. Bill Zeliff, R- 
N.H.: “Your comments were nothing 
short of irresponsible, intent on creat- 
ing a story without any news and 
alleging a scandal without any basis.” 

On Sunday, Zeliff said on NBC’s 
“Meet the Press”: “We had a tank that 
went through that front door, went 
into that area where women and chil- 
dren were there (and) we killed over 
80 people.” 

Mikva told Zeliff he was “distressed 
that you would go on national televi- 
sion ... (and) suggest that you are 
exposing hidden misdeeds. That is a 
disservice to the American people.” 

Zeliff opened Monday’s hearing by 
saying Clinton appeared to be distanc- 
ing himself from his involvement in 
the Waco decision. 

His GOP co-chairman said the testi- 
mony presented in the hearings 
showed that the Davidians started the 


fire near Waco, Texas, that killed 81 
cult members, including 22 children. 

Rep. Bill McCollum, R-Fla., said 
the testimony “should close the book” 
on speculation on how the fire started. 

“It seems very apparent to me the 
fire was started inside that compound 
by Davidians,” McCollum said. 

That drew a response’from Rep: 
Charles Schumer.of New-York, the 
ranking Democrat on the panel, who 
accused Zeliff Monday of making an 
“allegation based not on evidence, but 
on innuendo.” 

“There was not a shred of evidence 
there that the president did anything 
other than hear the plan and approve 
it,’ Schumer said. “The president was 
informed but did not interfere with 
the decisions of law enforcement 
experts, and that’s how it ought to 
work. ... I await some hard, conclu- 
sive evidence that the president 
intruded in the decision-making 
process.” 

Cult leader David Koresh killed his 
followers when he ordered the com- 
pound torched, Schumer said. 

“I know of no, other way to insert 
tear gas that is more benign” than the 
method used, testified Dick Rogers, 
the head of the FBI’s hostage rescue 
team. “The FBI never fired one shot 
at the Davidians.” 


Pledge signed to secure Medicare

Utah GOP Rep. Enid Waldholtz, 
committing to save Medicare from 
bankruptcy in 2002, signed a pledge 
Thursday for the Seniors Coalition 
that promises to design legislation 
that.will preserve the Medicare sys- 
tem. 

The pledge ceremony on Capitol 
Hill was held in commemoration of 
the 30th anniversary of the Medicare 
system being signed. 

“To celebrate the 30th anniversary 
of Medicare, the signers of this pledge 
are giving Medicare the best present it 
could have — a secure future,” 
Waldholtz said. “Our seniors and 
those who will rely on the system in 
the years to come deserve nothing 
lessi 

The pledge consists of five points 
relating to the preservation of 
Medicare: to save it from bankruptcy 
by 2002, to increase spending per 
beneficiary and to oppose spending 
cuts. It also pledges to provide the 
same choices other Americans enjoy, 
to provide incentives to weed out 
fraud and abuse by doctors, and to 


maintain the current fee-for-service 
package as a choice for all seniors. 

“I’m glad Rep. Waldholtz is taking 
a closer look at this,” said FHP of 
Utah spokesman Dee Brewer. “Those 
(pledges) are affirmative points.” 

Brewer said one of the keys is that 
Americans remain free to choose the 
location and kind of care they receive. 

“Choice must be preserved,” Brewer 
said. “We’re confident that when 
seniors choose, they’ll be satisfied.” 

The Seniors Coalition, based in 
Fairfax, Va., has members throughout 
the United States. 

It is a nonpartisan advocacy organi- 
zation dedicated to protecting the 
interests of older Americans, accord- 
ing to Waldholtz press secretary Kate 
Watson. 

Waldholtz also continues to head 
the Medicare Preservation Task 
Force, which began in June. The task 
force is working to present recom- 
mendations to the chairmen of the 
House committees that will work on 
the Medicare crisis.

BYU’s first game against Air Force 
needed a different plan because nei- 
ther team had footage of a game this 
year. 

“With Air Force, we switched the 
last four games of last year because

The tape exchange is beneficial to 
both schools for more reasons than 
one. 

The Cougars run an “opponent 
scout” on each of the tapes they 
receive. 

The analysis tells the BYU coaches 
how many times the opponent ran to 


the right versus the left, and this helps ° 


to show if there is any weak links in 
the other team. 

“For example, the coaches can see if 
there is a corner on the other team 


that hasn’t played to well the last cou- 
ple of weeks. That’s what we do is 
look for the weak link in the chain,” 
Bunn said. 

BYU also uses the tapes for a “self 
scout.” 

“We have to analyze ourselves as 
much as our opponents so we can see 
if we have a weak link somewhere 
too,’ Bunn said. 

The players also take advantage of 
the tapes so they don’t get in trouble. 

“A kid can come back after a play 
and say, ‘I blocked that guy, and the 
coach can go and look at it from a dif- 
ferent view. On tape you-can see 
exactly what happened,” Bunn said. 

Creating»a mental image»for the 
coaches and the players is important 
in their learning process. Bunn said 
the importance of video is instanta- 
neous feedback. 

But quick results wasn’t the reason 
for BYU’s use of video.

Winter Quarters center announced

The First Presidency of The Church 
of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints 
recently announced their plan to build 
a visitors center honoring the early 
Mormon pioneers at what was known 
as Winter Quarters in Omaha, Neb. 

The Mormon Trail Center, which is 
scheduled for completion in the 
spring of 1997, will feature a film 
titled “Zion in the Wilderness” and 
will show the journey, of the pioneers 
beginning with the departure from 
Nauvoo, Ill., continuing through the 
wilderness and finally into the Salt 
Lake Valley. 

“The wilderness was not a wilder- 
ness because it was uninhabited,” 
exhibit curator Marjorie Conder said. 
“(It was a wilderness) ‘because there 
was-no temple there.” .- 

According to Conder, the center will 
feature highlights of the Mormon pio- 
neer trek. Exhibits will show the plan- 
ning of the trek by the Quorum of the 
Twelve Apostles into Nauvoo, IIl.; the 
crossing of Iowa; the settlements at 
Council Bluffs/Middle Missouri 
Valley, including a focus on the 
deaths experienced by the pioneers; 
the Camp of Israel ‘47 Trek; and the 
immigration process to Salt Lake 
from the mid-1840s through mid- 
1890s.

Provo citizens are saving time, 
money and the environment thanks to 
a recently completed 18-month traffic 
signal coordination project. 

By coordinating the traffic signal 
lights at every major intersection in 
Provo, motorists are spending less 
time at stop lights. They are saving 
money because of reduced-fuel-con- 
sumption. Emissions. testing also 
shows improvement. 

Savings for each of the nine+sur- 
veyed roadways during peak traffic 
periods were converted to $1,425,000 
aved in time and fuel consumption 
over a One-year period. Over a three- 
year span, $2.6 million should be 
saved with the new timing plans. 
Despite some delays on side. streets, 
the coordination project has beén 
leemed an overall success.

“The site for the new center is par- 
ticularly appropriate since the 
Mormon Pioneer Cemetery is nearly 
all that remains of the LDS settle- 
ments in the area that served as way- 
stations for these pioneers,” Nadauld 
said. 

For the past several years an old 
remodeled home has served as a 
make-shift visitors center across the 
street from the cemetery. The home 
will be closed, and a trailer will 
accommodate visitors until the new 
building is completed.

“We used the system last year during 
some football games, and it appeared 
to be successful,” said Steve Baker of 
the BYU Traffic Office. 

“The city engineers in conjunction 
with the Provo City Police have set up 
the lights to be adjusted by computer 
with the flip of a switch to clear traffic 
more quickly and safely for BYU spe- 
eial-events,” he said. 

The project began in April 1994 by 
counting cars at 69 signalized inter- 
sections during peak traffic hours. 
These counts were then used to time 
the traffic lights to enable the majority 
of traffic to travel in the city with a 
minimum of stops. 

“The system is not perfect and will 
need to be continually upgraded to 
meet the growth and development of 


Provo,” said Casey Serr, Provo City 
engineer, “but good improvements 


have been made with this first study.”
